DOt'lns the Mantuvtrt In tha WMi the 

State Troop* Remain Under the 
Control of Their Several 
CommanderaJnXhiaf. 

Wailngton, June 6. — Jn6g% AdTOcate 
General DavlB has sent to the Bccre- 
tary of war aa opinion relative to va- 
rious dleputed matters of construc- 
tioa of tba new militia laijr. One point 
nlmi WW wketker eeetloD 14 ot tbe 
militia act nlsliBg to expendlutre of 
money for the nlUtta was not in con- 
flict with tbe federal constitution, tha 
contention being that It would take 
tbe mlliltia from the control of the 
states. Oen. Davis points out that the 
new mlUtia law. doe* not differ mate- 
rially from tba present law and that 
all that will be necessary la a change 
in the forms for accounting tO'ba made 
to the treasury department. 

A more important point raised con- 
cemi section 16, which provides for 
tbe participation of the militia oC tho 
several states in maneavara and field 
instructions of the regular army, but 
with a further proviso that the coti- 
mand of a military post or camp and 
of the officers and troops of the United 
States stationed where such manen- 
▼•rs occur ahall reAtaln with tbe reg- 
ular commajider of tho post without 
regard to the rank of the commanding 
or other officers of the militia tempor- 
arily encamped there. Oen. Davis 
hdlds that sach portions of tbe nation- 
al guard as partldpata in tbe maneu- 
Tars of operations do so for tbe pur- 
pose of improving their discipline and 
efficiency and that in such participa- 
tion they act under the orders of their 
ryipective (overnors. While so en- 
gaced the soTeral orgaalsatlona ot tbe 
national guard he says remain under 
tbe control of their several command- 
er-in chiefs and not having been "call 
ed forth" in the manner prescribed in 
thft^constitutlon do not pass under the 
oMnmand and control of tbe president 
.^pcommander-in-cblef of tbe land and 
i^nl forces of the United SUtes. 

He holds that the enlisted men of 
the national guard are not entitled to 
Increased pay in virtue of prevloua 
service in the militia but says that of- 
flcars who have served five years in 
,tlie militia are entitled nnder the law 
to the sama ten per cent, increase in 
pay that is provided for officers of the 
army. 

The judge advocate general says 
that in applying section 18 the drills 
asd encampments which took place ia 
any state or territory during the year 

ended December 81, 1902, should be 
considered in determining the right of 
the state or territory to participate in 
the benefits conferred by previous and 
present laws.

rhe Raging Flood Forced a Fasaage 

Through the 15 Mile Levee at 
Madison, III., Just Nurth 
off St. Louis. 

St. Louis, June 6. — The terrific force 
ind the destructive magnitude of tho 
treat flood that ia sweeping down tha 
Mississippi river la steadily increasing 
In Tolnme, atinnounting and demolish- 
ing barrten ot proteetloa and greed- 
ily lapping at property and reaching 
'or lives as It reslstlessly extends far- 
ther and farther beyond the ordinary 
river confines, is now being felt in St. 
Loula and vicinity to an alarming ex- 
tent. A torrent of muddy water is 
swirling past St Loais and spreading 
3ut over the lowlanda with davaatatp 
ing energy. 

At 7 o'clock Friday night the stage 
bad reached 84.2 feet, a rise of .7 foot 
linca 7 o'clock Friday morning. Tbe 
Mississippi north of the mouth of tbe 

Issouri is rising still, but tbe rapidity 
3t the rise has been diminished be- 
cause of the breaks in levees. The 
ireat Sny levee which extends for 
miles along tbe Illinois shore from 
Huinlbal northward broke Friday and 
ihe angry watera went rushing through 
:he crevasse to devastate thousands of 
teres of fertile farming lands. Poa- 
ilbly some lives may be lost but no 
reports of loss of life had been re- 
ceived up to 8 o'clock lYlday night 

LAter In the day the flood forced a 
passage through the levea at Madi- 
!on, 111., Just north of St Louis. This 
lovee is 15 miles long and for days 
nen have been hard at work endeavor- 
ing to strengthen -It, but the river 
tound its weak point in a sewer way 
and the. water .broke through like a 
geyser. Carloads of bags of sand and 
ill other available material were hur- 
ried to the brtak and dumped In, but 
the force of the flood washed out the 
ailing and tbe break constantly wid- 
ened. West Granite, a town of 2.000 
people, Is under water. 

In St. I^uls the bnlldfnjcs along the 
river front have practically been aban- 
doned as the first floors are over a 
foot under water, which stood Friday 
sight two feet deep on the top of the 
steamboat levee. Venice. 111., has 
oeen under water for two daya. 

In South St. Ivouls fully 100 families 
iving near the mouth of tha river Des 
Peres were forced to leave their 
botises Friday by tbe advancing water, 
knd many families living in house- 
boats fled to land for shelter. Men, 
und In some cases even women, work- 
ed to their waists In the swirling wa- 
ters, with ropes and wire cables an- 
choring their homes to the railroad 
tracks and to trees on high ground. 
Wagons were backed into the river up 
to their beds and furniture loaded in. 

A Burlington switch engine having 
on board a switching crew of four 
men. toppled from the \indermined 
track Into five feet of water north of 
the Merchant's bridge Friday. Tbe 
men felt tbe engine ainklng and. leap- 
ing Into the water, swam a shore.

Between 3 and 4 o'clock Friday after- 
noon this section was visited by a de- 
structive rain storm, accompanied by a 
vivid electrical dieplar, the center of the 
cloudburst being in the country just 
southeast of the city. Kennedy' Creek, 
Bull Creek and tbe other small streams 
draining tbe territory became raging 
torrents, sweeping away the bridges on 
the Mt Carmal and ToUesboro turnpikes 
and the roada were also badly washed. 
The C. and O. culvert at Kennedy's 
Creek with al)oat sixty feat of tha track 
wae also waahad ont Tbe ereek bottom 
just esst of Oarmel street and south of 
the C. and O. reeembled a young river 
for a time, tha enlvert not btfng large 
enough to carry off the downpour. The 
cottages on Dieterick's Lane, south of 
the 0. and O., occupied by Mrs. Hilda- 
brsndt, Henry Glenn, Wash Fletcher, 
(colored), Andrew Thomas and Wm. 
Hughes were flooded and greatly dam- 
aged, moat of the plastering having fallen 
off*. Tha wife of Fletcher had to wade 
through water op to her am pita to gave 
herself and two children. 

Tha atorm waa also very heavy on 
Stone Lick, and all the bridges and fenc- 
ing along that atream were swept oat 

Later roporta ate that three brldgea on 
the Carmel pike and one on the ToUes- 
boro pike were carried away. Persons 
living along Kennedy's Greek loet some 
wagons and other vehicles. 

The growing crops were greatly dam- 
aged by the downpour. 

Tbe washout at Kennedy's Creek de- 
layed all C. and O. trsflic. The east and 
westbound accommodation trains trans- 
ferred there last evening, and No. 4 last 
night had to go East by way of Paris and 
.Mt. Sterling. The work of fitting up' a 
temporary track was completed during 
the night, and trains are again ranning 
on time. 

Tbe local weather observer reports a 
rainfall of .94 of aa Inch in tha Fifth 

ward from 2::iO to "i p. m. Friday, but this 
city got only tbe edge of the storm. 

The little stream running through the 
infirmary farm was ten feet deep, and 
the crops not washed away were left cov- 
ered with mud. 

The rain wae very heavy back of Aber- 
deen also, and Fishgut Greek ran out fi • 
teen to twenty feet deep. 

Funrral of the Late Jameti LyNton. 
The remains of tbe late James Lyston 
were brought here Friday afternoon from 
Cincinnati, and tbe funeral will take 
place Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock at St.

Mr. Lyston was ap- 
parently in tbe enjoyment of good health 
Thursday evening on returning from 
work, and ate a hearty supper. Shortly 
afterwards he was taken suddenly ill, 
having been stricken with apoplexy, 
lie lingered until about 2 o'clock Friday 
morning when the blood clot on tbe 
brain cauBed his death. His wife and lit- 
tle daughter and bis brother-in-law, 
Sapt. Slattery of the Gonnty Infirmary, 
had gone down Thursday, and were with 
him when the end came. Mi. Lyston 
was a member of tbe local Bed Men, and 
tbe lodge will attend hia faaaral.

Two Postal Clerks Arrested Charged 
With Consplrscy to Defraud the 
Oevarnment In Purchaaa ef 
tcather Fouohee. 



Washington, June G. — The grand 
jury Friday reported an Indictment 
against August W. Machen, former su- 
perintendent ot the free delivery aerr- 
ice of tha poet ottce department who 
was arreated several days ago charged 
with sharing profits on government 
contracts for letter box fasteners. Tbe 
Indictment was brought for violation 
of section 6501 of tha Revised Stat- 
utes, the penalty fOr violation ot which 
is a "fine not more than three times 
the amount asked or accepted or re- 
ceived and by Imprisonment not more 
than three years." 

The amount which the Indictment 
statea he received illegally is |18,- 
987.79. Mr. Machen was In court with 
his attorneys when the grand Jury ra- 
ported and Immediately gave bond in 
the sum of $20,000 for his appearance 
In court. His sureties wore O. G. Sta- 
ples, David Moore, F. M. CriswoU and 
Emanuel Speicb, of this city. The 
trial will occur In Octoher. 

By securing an Indictment of Mar 
chen before Saturday, the day set for 
his preliminary hcarinjj; bcfurc C()m- 
misalonsr Taylor, tho government has 
scored a victory in that it has avoided 
the necessity of showing its band at a 
preliminary bearing. 

In discussing the case wltb his 
friends Mr. Machen says that certain 
checks which It is maintatirnMl were 
sent to him In payment of his> profit* 
in the Groff fastener and which have 
been secured by the post office inspec- 
tors, were aent him by his business 
partner, George E. Ix)renz, of Toledo. 
O., and formerly postmaster of that 
city. 

Mr. Machen claims that his partner- 
ship with Lorenz was a strictly legiti- 
mate ona and that the checks trans- 
mitted to him by Lorens were In coop 
nectlon wltb mining business which 
the firm conducted. Mr. Machen fur- 
ther states to hiK friends that lu> was 
not a partner of the Groff Hros.' con 
cern and that he did not receive any 
of tbe profits from the sale of tbe let- 
ter box fastener to tbe government 

It is expected by tbe post offlce da> 
partnicnt that the grand Jury will re- 
port on the cases of the Groff Rros., 
of this city, the contractors for the 
letter box fasteners, early next week. 
Two More Arraata Made. 

As a result of tbe sweeping Investi- 
gation of affaiis at the pnst dflice de- 
partment Thomas W. .Mcdri^gory, 
clerk in charge of the supplies for the 
rural free delivery service, and C. Els- 
worth Upton, of Baltimore, one of Mc- 
Giegor's assi- tinit--, were arrested Fri- 
day. They ai. charged with a con- 
81)lracy with Charles E. Smith and Oth- 
ers to defraud the United States gov- 
ernmt nt in the purchase of pouches 
from C. E. Smith of Baltimore. 

The complaint sets forth that Mc- 
Gregor and I'pfon agreed with Smith 
to olitatin for him orders for many 
thousands of leather pouches such as 
are used by rural letter carriers. The 
price agreed upon was 90 cents per 
pouch; tha actual value was less than 
50 cents. Smith was to pay to them 
tbe difference between 90 and 50 cents 
per pouch. 

It is stated at the department that 
the actual number of pouches which 
were purcbaaed exceeded 20.000, for 
which tbe government paid 90 cents 
each or $18,000 in all. Smith received 
and retained of this for his own use 
$10,000. The remaining $S.O(iii was 
paid to McGregor and Upton. The 
government could have bought the en- 
tire number of pouches from the man- 
ufacturers for $8,000. McGregor waa 
tbe clerk in charge of rural free de- 
livery supplies, and Upton waa ona of 
his assistants. 

Thos. W. McGregor has been in the 
postal service since 1891. He came 
here from Nebraska aa » messenger 
and subsequently waa promoted to a 
clerkship and finally was appointed 
by Mr. Machen In chargo of the supply, 
work of the rural fre« delivery service. 
Mr. Upton is a Baltlmorean and has 
been In the poetal service for 13 years.

Bont personage supposed to know all 
iboot it, and boldly ask for light. At 
laat, Mr. fiilmer's activities became so 
o(Eanii?e to certain postal officars, who 
had moro important earea than the ac- 
ewrae^f of their accounts or the propriety 
of thoir expenditures, that they com- 
plained of him to the Aaaiitant Secretary 
of the Treasury, Mr. Vanderlip. Gilmer 
was meddlesome and intrusive. His re- 
quests for information which the emi- 
nent penonagoa in question could not 
impart amounted to an insult. Off with 
his head ! And it went off'. 

This oceorred in 1899, nearly four years 
ago. Gilmer wts put where he could no 
looger offend the great men of that day, 
•nd Machen, Beavers and the rest of
